ATTACKS ROUSE 


EASTJT^LOUIS 


Feeling Runs High After 


Three Women, As- 
saulted by Negroes. 
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Five Hundred 
Officers 


Begin Wholesale Rund- 


up of Suspects. 


EAST ST. LOUIS, 111., March 14 


—(Up)—Race feeling "was Intense 
here tonight as police began a 
wholesale roundup of suspects In 
search lor two negroes who attacked 
three white women and bound and 
gagged several men while looting 
three homes. 
Reports of the attacks, Which oc- 


curred last night, were suppressed 
by police until late today. Feeling 
then became so threatening that 
precautions were taken to prevent 
possible clashes between Whites and 
negroes. 
Five hundred men from the police 


and detective forces here and in St. 
Louis, Mo., were concentrated on 
the search. Scores of frightened 
negroes were arrested and ques- 
tioned. Most of them later were re- 
leased 


One of Victims Is Girl. 


The three white women, one of 


them a 16-year-old girl, were under 
the care of physicians. Police de- 
clined to reveal their identity. 


Police said there did not appear 
to be any considerable danger of 
a repetition of race riots which re- 
sulted in more than 100 negroes and 
white persons being killed in an 
outbreak here July 2, 1917. 
Hundreds of white men went 


armed tonight and negroes avoided 
downtown districts in which whites 
predominated. 
The first appearance of 
the 
negroes o» their orgy of crime was 
at a Twenty-second street address 
where a party was in progress. In 
response to a knock the host opened 
the door and the two armed negroes 
pushed their way past. 


Men Bound and locked Up. 
Four men at the party were bound 


and gagged and locked In a bath- 
room. The wife of one and a 16- 
year-old girl were attacked, then 
tied up. Money was taken from the 
men and jewelry from the women. 


Next the pair entered the home 


of John W. Mldkiff, where they 
found Mldkiff, hi* wife and their 
son, Alfred, and Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Mason. They obtained $30 in cash 
and $300 worth of jewelry. 
They were frightened away from 
the home of Arthur Morgan when 
Mrs. Morgan fired a pistol. 
Shortly before midnight, at a 
home in Washington Park they 
slugged, bound and gagged * man, 
overcame his wife as she knelt in 
prayer, and attacked her.

Water Advisory Board Declares 


Additional Supplies Needed and 


Platte At Ashland Best Source 


The city council'! iwter depart- 


ment advisory board decided Fri- 
day that the Platte river valley in 
the vicinity of Ashland is the best 
place to go to get a permanent and 
adequate supply ofw ater for Lin- 
coln. It is imperative that an out- 
side source be had, the board's re- 
port states. 
After pointing out that because 


of the heat last summer, two of the 
wells Thirty-first and X 
streets, 


went salty, the board says: "In our 
opinion the probability of our pres- 
ent supply becoming salty is so 
great that we think Ifc cannot be 
depended upon. We believe, there- 
fore, that it is imperative that Lin- 
coln take immediate action towards 
securing an additional independent 
supply that can be absolutely re- 
lied upon to furnish our .entire con- 
sumption." 
A copy of ihe report with its rec- 


ommendations has been filed with 
the city council, for approval Mon- 


aFollowing the meeting Friday, the 
members of the board declared that, 
in approving going to Ashland for 
additional water, there is no -In- 
tention of abandoning the present 
well sources, unless compelled to do 
so by scarcity, or the wells turning 


consideration. 
At this point the 
Platte river carries the flow of the 
Loup and Elkhorn rivers in addition 
to the waters from 
the western 
part of the state, and the supply 
here is unlimited. 
"The quality of the water is bet- 
ter than any other tested and is 
much softer than our present sup- 
ply.•'The cost of construction is less 
and the operating cost (including 
fixed charges), is no greater than 
for the Ooehner project. 
"Taking all factors into consid- 
eration, we therefore recommend 
that the future 
water supply for 
Lincoln be secured from the Platte 
river valley near Ashland."

Through- 
out the entire past winter the c'lty 
has had the Kelly Well Co., with 
several outfits, engaged in making 
a total of forty-one test holes. This 
company has just recently filed a 
very complete detail2d feport show- 
ing their findings and recommenda- 
tions 
During the past j-ear, the 


water department has had approxi- 
mately a dozen other tests made at 
Ashland, Waverly, Stevens creek 
and Camp Creek. The state geo- 
logical survey, through Dr. Condra 
and Dr. Lugn have kindly studied 
this" problem from a geological 
standpoint and have ffled a very 
comprehensive report. In addition, 
the city engineer has made de- 
ta'iled surveys and 
estimates of 
cost and cost of operation of vari- 
ous projects and has made several 
tpecial studies affecting this prob- 
lem. 
Detailed chemical analysis of 


various waters have been made by 
Professor Prankforter. 
'Tn addition to having all of this 
information available, this board 
has also personally visited and in- 
spected the various sources under 
cnsideratin and has interviewed 
many people residing near the 
sources. 
"This board feels, therefore, that 
it 'has had very complete and ade- 
quate information, most of it being 
from a large number of Independ- 
ent national experts, on which to 
weigh each of the sources and make 
its final conclusion and recommen- 
dation.Possible Sources Sarveyed.

He saw con- 
siderable service as a private on the 
f iring line and was wounded on one 
occasion in the knee.

Baltimore rumored as 
in line for a reduction to a 5 per 
cent basis, has been forced down 
to levels where'the yield obtainable, 
should the latter rate go into ef- 
fect, would still be 7 per ent. 
In fact, it will be found all 
through the list that such action 
has been largely anticipated, and 
that the actual announcement 01 
the bad news may result in im- 
mediate recovery from

1 have been followed by a 14 per 
cent increase since the turn of the 
year. This is believed to be the one 
infallible indication that the steel 
executives are of the opinion that 
not only rock bottom in this de- 
pression has been touched but that 
from now on they may anticipate 
a sustained demand lor their pro- 
ducts. 


Commodity Prices Firmer. 


Commodity prices have shown a 
firmer tone, with the Annalist In- 
dex or wholesale commodity prices 
showing an advance to 110.7 from 
the index of the previous week at 
109.9. The upturn in the past week 
has been extremely one-s:->ed how- 
ever, as sharp advances in live- 
stock and meats have offset de- 
clines in cotton, wool, worsted yarn, 
raw silk, bituminous coal, gasoline, 
crude petroleum, copper and lead. 
The employment situation has 
taken on a brighter hue. Factory 
employment increased 1.4 per cent 
in February as compered with the

Hofs Score Good Advance. 


CHICAGO March 14—(I. N. S )— 


A sensational advance of 50 to «5c 
in hog values featured trade in 
livestock here this week. The boost 
was made possible by curtailed re- 
ceipts due to the heavy snow and 
improved dressed trade. 
This week's receipts of hogs at 


130,000 were the smallest of the 
season. Light and medium weight' 
butchers that averaged 180 to 220 
Ibs led the upturn as they were -the 
most popular with eastern ship- 
pers, who are creating most of the 
competition in the. market here. 
Shippers bought more than 40,000 
hogs this .week, the highest per- 
centage they have taken this sea- 
son. This indicates that outlet for 
dressed pork in the east is better. 
Top late in the week was $8.40 for 
light classes and $7.55 for 270 Ib. 
butchers. 
The snow storm also modified re- 


ceipts of cattle early in the we«k 
and sent prices soaring. Values 
were 25c to $1 higher, with most 
gain on lightweights. Later, how- 
ever, outside demand dropped some- 
what, especially for heavy steers. 
This class barely finished steady. 
Other grades were mostly 25c to 50c 
higher for the wfek. Top for the 
week was $11.25, with the bulk of 
the medium to good steers at $9 to 
$1050. Light weight heifers were in 
good demand and closed $1 higher 
with top at $9.25. Cows sold at $4 
to $6.50. Calves gained $1 over the 
low prices of last week and halted 
at $9 50. 


Lambs touched $950 early this 


week and came within lOc of the 
season's peak in line with a better 
demand for dressed lamb. Some of 
the earlv advances were erased 
steady to" 25c higher for the week. 
Late top was $9.25.

Cotton Values Decline. 


NEW YORK, March 14—i!NS>— 


Losses of a dollar and a half a 
bale on the average were registered 
in future contracts on the New 
York cotton exchange during the 
past week, due to poor Liverpool 
and Egyptian caoles and the con- 
tinued unsettlement in India. 


Gloomy forebodings over the size 


of the coming acreage also ac- 
counted largely for the decline dur- 
ing the wtek. Chairman James C. 
Stone of the farm board was quoted 
as saying that little reduction in the 
cotton acreage is • pected. though 
a lessened use of fertilizers by the 
farmer lacking money might result 
in a reduced yieW per acre. Of 
course, the acreage is not the whole 
story Sometimes a large acreage 
produces ,a small crop. The average, 
other things being equal, is apt to 
fix the size of the crop, however, 
and the rise of 2 cents within two 
months is supposed to. have decided 
the south to stick for the most part 
to its traditional crop of cotton. 


The figures lead observers to be- 


lieve that there is .little prospect for 
an increase in consumption that 
will make appreciable inroads on 
supplies before the end of the cur- 
rent season, even granting a sub- 
stantial gain in mill activity. An- 
ticipations of a material advance, 
therefore, must first be based upon 
assurance of a radical reduction in 
areas.

Commission of Y.M. C. A.

With the objective in view of ob- 
iaining equal opportunity with the 
white race for the negro, the inter- 
racial commission of the University 
Y. M. C. A. is staging a series of 
programs in Lincoln and over the 
state, in addition to conducting 
forums intended to broaden the 
snowledge of university students 
concerning the culture and achieve- 
ments of the negro. Sunday night 
from 6:30 to 7:30 a program by the. 
commission, including musical num- 
bers and brief talks, will go onto 
the air for the first time from radio 
station WCAJ. 
' 
This is the second school year 
during which the University "Y" 
has had an inter-racial commission, 
and the work has been very suc- 
cessful this year, according to Sec- 
retary C. D. Hayes of the univer- 
sity organization. 
The programs 
intended to better inter-racial rela- 
tions- between the negroes and the 
whites have been carried on largely 
in the Lincoln churches in the past. 
but at the present time they are 
branching out to take in a larger 
territory.Present Programs. , 
Programs have been presented so 


far this year at the Vine Congrega- 
tional, Second Presbyterian First 
Baptist First Christian and First 
Presbyterian churches in Lincoln, In 
addition to- the Christian church at 
Valparaiso, a meeting of the P. r. 
A at Burr, the Christian Church at 
Hastings, and a number of other 
meetings in Lincoln where .indi- 
vidual members of the commission 
have appeared. - 
The commission's programs con- 
sist of several brief- talks, musical 
numbers by members of the com- 
mission, an an address on friendly 
relations between the negro and 
white races. 
A special - appeal is 
made for justice in areas where the 
negro is discriminated against. It 
is not social equality that the com- 
mission would foster, but equal op- 
portunity. 
The co-chairmen of the commis- 
sion are Lewis Swingler of Tulsa, a 
senior in the school of journalism, 
and WJlliam E. Kaplan of Stewart, 


Benjamin Hill, a law college senior, 
dtlivers the majority of the ad- 
dresses at the programs presented 
by the 'commission.' Virgil Wash- 
ington, Hill and Swingler mate up 
the trio which sings negro spirituals 
as a part of each program. Pahio 
M E Hill is the program soloist, 
while Miss Katherine Williams is 
accompaniest. 
Other students- belonging -to the 
commission include Art Nemecnck, 
Wayne 
Thurman 
and 
Arnold 
Walker. All members of the Uni- 
versity "Y" cabinet cooperate with 
the commission in staging its pro- 
gram and conducting forums. 
Speakers Featured. 


A part of the program of the 
commission is the study of inter- 
racial relations in other countries. 
A feature of this phase of the work 
is talks by men from those coun- 
tries 
A study is also made of re- 
cent accomplishments of the Amer- 
ican negro. 
"The finest values that have come 
from the inter-racial commission1', 
said Mr. Hayes, "are concerned with 
the greater cooperation and under- 
standing that have come about be- 
tween white and negro groups, both 
in the programs and the work of 
the "Y" cabinet". 
The inter-racial commission is not 
an- innovation on the university 
campus, the University Y. W. C. A. 
having formed such a commission 
a number of years ago. The "Y" 
commission is'the first, however, to 
attempt to broaden-the scope of the 
work to any great extent so as to 
reach groups off the campus. 
These commissions represent only 
a small part cf the charaotpr-train- 
ing and fellowship activities carried 
on by the two "Y" organizations 
among students in Lincoln, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hayes. Ths two organi- 
zations as well as the University 
"Y" at Wesleyan, are participating 
aeencies in the Lincoln community 
chest and form an important link in 
the character-building program be- 
ing carried on in the city through

He 
talked with the men for a few 
minutes and then asked for permis- 
sion to telephone his attorney 


He stepped from the room into a 


bathroom and shot himself. He was 
dead when the deputies broke down 
the door. 
The warrant charged Michel with 


defrauding Henry Norgis of Platte 
out of $12,000 m an oil promotion 
enterprise. 
Michel is survived by his widow 


and three daughters, Annette, 14; 
Helen, 5. and Mariechen, 1. 


Michel's suicide brought to an end 
a career that began here in 1928, 
Attempts were made to extradite 
him to Nebraska, where he was ac- 
cused of defrauding residents of 
that state of approximately $200,000 
in an oil operation scheme 
In the same year, at the request 


of his wife, he was confined in the 
Colorado Springs psychopathic hos- 
pital by order of the Denver county 
court. 
Michel later was taken from the 


hospital by his wife. He fled to 
Omaha, was captured, and returned 
to Denver. 


In November of the same vear he 
threatened to kill his two children, 
his wife and two friends. 


Mrs. Michel filed a divorce com- 


plaint but the couple were reunited.

vVomld Allot on Payment Basis. 
Mr. Steel and other western Ne- 
braska members wish to change this 
method of calculating and distribut- 
ing gas tax money so that their 
counties will receive more. 
Their substitute plan is to base 
the monthly allotment on actual 
payments of gas as made -within 
;he counties, so that each will get 
back approximately one-fourth of 
what its gasoline dealers remit to 
the state. 
The tax is paid at the source by 
dealers who receive the original car- 
.oad consignments shipped into the 
state. In western counties where 
a large amount of liquid fuel is 
used in farm tractors, threshing 
combines, and other farm, machines, 
;he allotment from the state is 
small in proportion to the collec- 
iions, since these machines do not 
figure in the registration of auto- 
mobiles and trucks. 
If the system were altered in the 


•way that the western members 
propose, then each county would 
share m the state distribution of 
gas tax,money according to what 
its dealers paid into the state 
ireasury.

Fix $5,000 Tearly Minimum. 


To take care of this group and 
a lew 01 the other sparsely settled 
counties, the revised draft of H. R. 
343 iixes a minimum ot $5,000 a 
year lor every county in the state. 
This would come out ot the whole 
amount ot the one-lourth dis- 
;ributed among the counties. The 
remainder would be divided pro 
rata on the basis of gasoline tax 
payments by the different counties. 
itepresentative Steele 
estimates 
;hat his county, Kamball. would get. 
[18,000 a year under the amended 
bill, as against $10,600 it drew-from 
the state treasury in 1930. 
One objection has been advanced 


;o the plan. Ihis i* that in coun- 
ties bordering other states a good 
deal of gasoline 
received by the 
iealers is resold across the boundary 
ine, and on such quantities this 
state refunds the tax to its dealers. 
If the refunds were deducted and 
only net receipts figured from each 
county, the objection would not 
apply. 
It is further proposed to modern- 
ize the three-way basis of dividing 
regular state highway funds among 
the different counties to be spent 
on state and federal highways with- 
n their borders. One element used 
n the apportionment is population, 
but it is a theoretical element, as 
the law enacted in 1919 took the 
presidential vote in 1916 as the 
)asis. Steele and his associates 
want to bring it up to date by 
adopting the 1930 census figures. 
Some counties now get back more 
than one-fourth of the money they 
contribute as gasoline tax, while 
others get less. How the present 
distribution worked in 1930 is shown 
by the appended tables, dividing the 
state into two parts:

Before that, as an 


engineer, he roamed the world. 
He is used to battleships, too. 
Just after his nomination in 1928 
Mr. Hoover took a 13,000 mile trip 
down to South -America. Leaving 
thp west coast, he went south on 
the battleship Maryland. He re- 
turned on the Utah. 
After entering the white house, 


however, the pressure of economic 
affairs made him almost a white 
house recluse insofar as movements 
of any extent were concerned.

Medical science had stood impo- 
tent to help them during the years 
the ataxia gradually took hold upon 
their bodies like an unseen octopus, 
reducing them to cripples. 


Tout To Mother. 


But medical science was quick to- 
day to disappoint them in their mu- 
tual desire to die at once. 


Six months ago. after Tom and 
Steve knew that death was in- 
escapable, they talked together of a 
suicide pact—of ending their misery 
and removing the heavy burWen of 
their helplessness from their di- 
vorced mother, who has four other 
children to support. 
Last night, they sent their small 
brother and sister from the room. 
They took poison from a cabinet, 
poured it in equal measure into two 
glasses. 
Then the glasses clinked as Tom 
and Steve, happy in their decision, 
drank this toast to their mother: 
"Here's to her who loves us best." 
"We called mother in to say good 


bye, thinking it would soon be over," 
the boys said today at the hospital.

number of important routes within 
the state will have their gaps filled 
and become arteries of all-weather 
travel for the people of Nebraska. 
Governor Bryan's administration 


is favored by an unusual combina- 
tion of circumstances which will en- 
able him to make an extraordinary 
showing of road building activities 
in 1931 and thus give him a good 
political asset in the next campaign.

"After I left boxing I had a lot

"They'll never legislate boxing

Sweepstakes Racket Set 


To Pocket Harvest of 


Suckers' Gold. 


BY FRANK G, 1MENKE. 


Now comes the season for a legion 


of slickers to mulct a horse-loving 
public via the medium of sweep- 
stakes—fair or foul. 
It's against the laws of the U. S. 


A. to conduct a lottery, so the 
rackets must be operated with bases 
in Canada, Mexico, or other foreign 
climes. After which the agents are 
appointed in this country wso sell 
coupons at prices ranging from $1 
to $5 each. 
The purchaser of the ticket does 


not know for a certainty that the 
sweep is a reasonably honest gamble 
or a wholesale swindle; he knows 
little or nothing at all about whether 
the drawing will be legitimate or 
whether 
the 
ticket-holders 
are 


actual purchasers or just a lot of the 
boys who control the lottery. 
Chisclers Get Big End. 


Even in the case of an honest sweep- 


stakes, the chiseling from the gross 
intake is so great that perhaps no 
more than 30 t>er cent of the gross 
pool is distributed among the win- 
ning ticket-holders. 


The method of conducting a 


sweepstakes is this: Coupons are 
printed—millions of them. The price 
is $1, $2, $2.50 or $5 as the bosses of 
the lottery may decided. You buy a 
coupon and put your name and ad- 
dress on the stub. The agents mail 
the stubs to the home office and 
these stubs are put in a box or bar- 
rel and kept there until the day for 
the drawing. 
Generally Rake In Million. 


Sweepstake proprietors consider it 
bad business if they do not take in 
a gross of $1,000,000. 


On drawing day—if it's on honest 
pool—the barrel with the stubs is 
placed^ alongside another barrel in 
which are slips containing the 
names of all the horses entered for 
the particular race Usually there 
are no more than 100 horses, some 
times less. 


A ticket is drawn out of the horse 


box and at the same time one is ex- 
tracted from the stub box. If your 
stub happens to be the one drawn 
then the name of the horse that is 
drawn is the one that is to run for 
you in the race. 


After the names of all the horses 
are drawn—100 at the most—the 
drawing ends. All stubs not drawn 
out of the box—and remember that 
only so many can/be drawn as there 
are horses in the race— the other 
stubs are thrown away and the 
holders of those coupons are auto- 
matically out of luck, hope and 
pocket. 


In case it is a "phoney" sweep- 
stake, the drawing either is not in 
public or the tickets in the stub box 
are so arranged that the stubs i»s- 
longing to lads promoting the 
swindle are the only ones plucked 
out. Bo they get it all. 
Lean Pickings Remain. 


When the sweepstake is honest, 


the overhead cuts terrifically into 
the pool. The agent usually get 35 
per cent for selling the coupons. 
Some charity, under whose auspices 
the sweep is conducted, gets per- 
haps 10 per cent. 
The men who 
engineer the job take no less than 
15 per cent for their work and an- 
other 10 per cent is charged off of 
expenses. 


Thus, 70 cents out of each $1 is 


snipped from the sross and if the 
total sales reach $1,000,000 there is 
only $300,000 left for prize nonsy. 


All of which makes ia a sweet 
racket for the sweepstakes chauf-. 
fers—whether thye are honest or 
just plain crooks.

He declares he has re- 
gained his old cunning and will be 
able to resume his "iron man" role 
successfully. 
Surprised th« Prophets. 


Moore was given little chance to 
stick in the big leagues when he 
joined the Yankees. He was 28. a 
rather advanced age for a rookie, 
and all that was known about him 
was that he had won 30 games and 
lost only four for the Greenville club 
of the South Atlantic league. 


The big fellow was *a sensation 
from the start with the Yanks. In- 
ability of rival batsmen to drive 
his sinker ball out oi the infield 
made him especially valuable as a 
relief hurler. He worked 
in 50 
games m the 1927 campaign, al- 
though completing only six games. 


Many a time and oft, he relieved 
other Yankee pitchers who were 
wavering, and held the fort while 
Ruth. Gehrig & Co. pulled the game 
out of the fire with late rallies. At 
the end of the season, he was cred- 
ited with nineteen victories 
and- 


seven losses. 
In the first game of the world 


series that fall with Pittsburgh, the 
rookies stopped the Pirates in their 
tracks after Hoyt slipped. As a re- 
ward, Moore was allowed to start 
the fourth game, whicn. the Yankees 
won by a 4 to 3 score. 
That glorious victory marked a 
turning point in Moore's big league 
career. Probably because of his 
feat in pitching in 213 innings in 
1927, 
his right shoulder became 
lame and he was of little or no use 
to the New York club in-1928 and 
1929. 
Miller Muggins had 
great 
faith in Wiley, but finally was 
obliged to send him to the St. 
Paul club "in the American Associa- 
tion. Recovered His Cunnlnir. 
In -the Association last year, 


Moore, began to improve, and be- 
fore long he was the sensation of 
the league. He developed a hand- 
some curve and his "sinker" had all 
of its old cunning. At the end of 
the season he had won 22 games 
and lost 10. pitching 272 innings. 
The Red Sox • acquired the big 
fellow for the draft price of $7.500. 
Moore was so happy to get -back 
into the bis leagues that he didn't 
even look at the salary figure in the 
contract sent him by the Boston 
club. 
Last year the Sox lost many 
games because of the lack of ft 
capable relief pitcher, and the club 
is counting upon Moore to perform 
that role successfully. If he makes 
a comeback, fans all over the coun- 
try will rejoice with him, for the 
bip farmer is one of the most like- 
able men in the game. 
The drafting of Moore by the Sox 
was a bitter pill for Bob Connery, 
owner of the St. Paul club, to swal- 
low. 
He had been offered $25.000 
for him by the Cubs in mid-season, 
but did not want to cripple the St. 
Paul nitchins staff r-y letting him 
go 
Then the draft came along 


and the Red Sox grabbed Moore for 
only $7,500.

who asked tftat his name not be dis- 
closed, said: 
"The aging Tilden won so easily 
that I believe fans who would have 
packed the grandstands to watch a 
metch between Kozeluh and Henri 
Cochet. French ace. would refuse to 
be interested now." 
On the other hand, there are close 


followers of the racquet game who 
believe that Tilden's success in the 
recent tour through the cast and 
middle west was caused by Koze- 
luh's poor condition. These observ- 
ers claim the little Czech jumped 
into the matches with Tilden, with- 
out having been in thi* country 
lone enough to become acclimated.

garded as the ultimate in tennis 
perfection. His strokes were per- 
fectly executed and his uncanny 
steadiness in base-line olay was re- 
inforced by unusual stamina.

Savoldi grappled with a gent ap- 
pearing under the poetic name of 
Howard Cantonwine—wot a name 
for a' grappler! There was no 
grappling at all. Mr. 
Savoldi. 


coached to do a Sonnenberg, dived 
at Cantonwine head first and butted 
him in the tummy until he folded 
•up and rolled over on his shoulder- 
blades all by himself. 


No Attention to Warning. 


The referee had warned Mr. Sa- 
voldi about the rule against butting, 
but Jumping Joe must have thought 
he was trying to call signals or 
something, as he paid no attention. 
The affair was remarkable, in a 
way, 
as the first wrestling match 


on record in which neither man 
even tried to take a wrestling hold. 
Mr. Cantonwine went to the hos- 
pital and Mr. Savoldi was suspended 
lor 30 days for using too much 
headwork, not so much to punish 
him as to give him time to learn a 
little about wrestling. 
Savoldi showed tremendous 
strength and agility and all that 
sort of thing, and if he learns a 
wrestling hold he may yet be heard 
of in the mat game. 


Joe B»s Much to Learn. 
Jumping Joe hasn't yet learned 


the fine points of showmanship 
that make wrestling what It is in- 
stead of what it is supposed to be. 
Mr. Sonnenberg was a real genius 


in his way. He originated the trick 
of going at his opponent with a 
furious rush, head down, missing, 
and catapulting through the ropes 
into the crowd. This always Vas a 
thriller and got a great laugh from 
the galleryites, who were up there 
out of reach and could appreciate 
the humor of it when Sonnenberg 
used some fat party in a boiled shirt 
and tuxedo as a landing mat. 
Mickey Heal tighter. 
It's a long jump from-the grap- 
plers to such a fighting man as 
Mickey Walker. Three years ago 
Jack Kearns said to me: 
1 "Mickey Walker is the best fighter 


in the country right now and he 
can lick all the heavyweights." 
I took this for one of Jack's comic 


lines, but he meant it and he knew 
what he was talking about. 
When-Kearns came out with his 
challenges to all the big husky lads, 
I remembered his bombastic chal- 
lenges to Dempsey for a green 
novice Kearns named "Napoleon" 
Dorval, and his wild claims that 
Dorval was the greatest heavy- 
weight ever seen in a ring. Under 
the heavy handicap of such advance 
notices, Dorval never got anywhere, 
although he wasn't so very bad at 
that. Consistently Makes Good. 
I figured Kearns' boosting of 


Mickey Walker was 90 per cent hot 
air although Mickey undoubtedly is 
the best middleweight champion 
we've seen in a lot of years. But 
Mickey has made good consistently 
against the best heavies. Kearns 
has been able to sign up with him, 
and he has scared out all the rest 
who have any chance at all to dig 
into championship company. 


Mickey failed bv an eyelash to 
beat Loughran. when Loughran 
was light heavyweight champion. 
Loughran couldn't stop Mickey's 
rushes, but he did poke a lot of 
gloves at him while circling around 
out of danger. 


Makes Risko Like It. 
But Walker can make his mark 
in a real fight with a real fighter. 
He has whipped several of them. 
Probably his best performance Is 
two decisive wins over Johnny 
Risko. Johnny is husky, has aE the 
courage and endurance in the 
world, and always tears in fighting. 
This is-what Mickey likes. It's his 
own game. In Miami a few days 
ago, Mickey met a Risko who had 
trained a long time to get him and 
who fought to get him from the 
start. 
Mickey beat Risko with terrific 


body punches round after round 
and had hini in bad shape at the 
finish, winning the decision with 
plenty to spare. 
Menace to Heavies. 
This is the same Risko, if you re- 
member, who whipped Paul Berlen- 
bach, Jack Delaney, Paolino Uzcu- 
dun. Jack Sharkey and big George 
Godfrey. Give Mickey credit due- 
he's a menace among the best o; 
the heavyweights. He was only six 
pounds over the middleweight limi 
when he fought Risko—gave bat 
tling John 29 pounds weight ad- 
vantage and beat him.

BOBBY JONES SAYS 


BV BOBBY JONES. 
RECENT articles I have at- 


tempted to give my idea of what 
the action of the hands and wrists 
should be in taking the club back 
to the top of the swing. In describ- 
ing the action, I have endeavored 
to separate entirely the hands, arms 
and wrists from the hips, shoulder 
and other parts of the body which 
move at the same time in order to 
show the use of these members 
without the complication of outside 
forces. Now, having reached the 
point where the club has arrived 
at the top the only remaining 
thing to do is to follow it down 
and describe what takes place dur- 
ing the hitting.stroke. 
Let me repeat right here what 
I believe to be the best means a 
reader may have of illustrating to 
himself the action which I- have 
tried to describe. First, let 3-trn ad- 
dress the -ball—an imaginary one 
will do as well—in a perfectly nor- 
mal way; then let him, without 
moving any other muscles, lift the 
club over his right shoulder with 
the wrists alone, keeping the left 
arm all the while as straight as It 
was at address: then let him turn 
his body just as he would in mak- 
ing an actual backswing. 
TF HE has made the turn prop- 
JL erly and followed these instruc- 
tions he will find himself in per- 
fect position at the top of the 
swing. The action of his wrists 
when he lifted^ the club over his 
shoulder, in my opinion is exactly 
that which should take place dur- 
ing the backswinsr. 
From that point there are just 
two places where the average Koiier 
is likely to get into trouble, or 
rather two motions, the time of 
performance and the manner of 
execution which may puzzle him. 
The first is usually described as

to the case of Mayes McLain, the 
husky Haskell fullback whom Iowa 
alumni induced to tie up with the 
Hawkeyes. Later, however, jt was 
brought out hi admissions made by 
Iowa U. officials that McLain made 
no pretense of paying the custom- 
ary registration fees and that his 
obligations to the university had 
to be squared by dipping into a 
secret fund that came from foot- 
ball gate receipts. 


WF COACH STAGG had cared to 
M. completely unburden his r -.nd 
concerning the athletic system in 
vogue at Iowa prior to its expulsion 
by the conference. I am confident 
he would have confessed it was the 
McLain episode which actually drove 
the spike in the Hawkeye school's 
coffin. 
' 


McLain was a strapping line- 
plunger, weight 210 pounds, and his 
furious charges at the Chicago U. 
forwards in the Hawkeye-Maroon 
game of 1928 all but made mince- 
meat of Coach Stagg's first line of 
defense. 


The Chicago coach was in with 
clean hands and, figuratively, it 
burned him up to hold a seat on 
a sideline bench, while watching a

Loose Connections. 


Loose connections may mean that 
the battery does not receive the 
proper supply of current from the 
generator, or that it-is not able to 
deliver it properly when wanted 
Nuts and screws that hold the con- 
nections in place should be clean 
and should be screwed tight, so that 
there is no possibility of their 
working loose either through jarring 
of the car on the road or the sway- 
ing of the wires themselves. Begin 
with the battery and follow each 
one of the cables through the 
switches 
If this job is done thor- 


oughly there Is no reason to worry 
about loose connections. At the 
same time, make su. that there are 
no short circuits caused by the 
wearing through of insulation or bv 
the bits of wire that sometimes drop 
in where they do not belong. 


Auto Theft Prevention Hints. 
Here are some hints that will help 


the man who has just bought a car 
and has not as yet had the oppor- 
tunity to have a theft prevention 
device installed 
Disconnect ground wire. 
Shut valve off on gas tank 
Disconnect switch wire under the 


cowl 


If vacuum system is used, drain 
tank and open exhaust suction lines. 


Disconnect one wire from, battery 
terminal, then lock battery box. 


If forced gasoline feed is ured 


take out pump plunger and put it 
in pocket 


Remove Ignition distributor arm. 
but be sure there is not a car of 
the same make in the parking 
vicinity, else the would be thief may 
take the distributor arm out of the 
other car and put it in the one he 
wants 
Also, if the distributor arm 
is removed, be sure and fasten hood 
snaps, otherwise the culprit will 
know what has been done If the 
hood is securely fastened m its 
place, the thief may pass along to 
the next car. 


Longer Life to the Car. 


No matter how expensive a car 
may be, efficiency of its operation 
its upkeep cost, and lasting, quah* 
ties are dependent_m large measure 
on the care it gets 
At least twice 
a year a car should have a general 
overhauling. The end of the hard 
winter driving season is now here 
and the carburetor should be ad- 
justed, gasoline feed lines "blown 
out" and sediment drained from the 
vacuum tank, the radiator should be 
drained and filled with the proper 
fluid, the oil reservoir, transmission 
and differential drained, flushe and 
replenished,, the engine tuned up, 
body bolts and screws tightened and 
the battery and ignition system in- 
spected 
Every 10,000 miles, brakes 


should be relined, and the^ should 
be inspected at frequent intervals 
The car manufacturer's recommen- 
dations as to frequency of greasing 
or oiling should be followed 
Make 


sure that transmission and differ- 
ential are not overlooked. Many of 
the heaviest repair bills are due to 
neglect of these vital parts 


Cuts in tire treads and walls 
should be repaired with some kind 
of plastic rubber without delay.

Bronze and 


Purple Qrackles 


By Miss Carrie Jacobs 


COLOR THESE QRACKLES 


If you were told that a blackbird 


is not a black bird you would won- 
der what it meant. The blackbird 
is not a black bird when it is quite 
close to you. _AS it flies overhead 
and as it perches on a tree it is as 
black as a crow. It is like the crow 
in so many ways that it is called 
the crow blackbird. It-is as black 
as the crow and it also has the 
other colors of the crow, the blue, 
green and violet, only it has them 
more so than the crow. These col- 
ors are seen as tbe bird walks 
proudly over the lawn near at hand, 
and as it turns and the sun shines 
on it it is so hard to tell just what 
color you see tbe most of that you 
soon say that you are willing to caJ 
it by the name given to it so long 
ago, just plain blackbird. Because 
of these colors the names purple 
bronze and rusty grackle are given 
to the blackbirds that are found' in 
different parts of our country. They 
are about a foot long, and a queer 
thing about them is that they, have 
yellow eyes. Tbe mother birds are 
not so shiny as their mates. 
Blackbirds spend the winter In 
the southern part of this country. 
and are among tbe earliest birds to 
return. They are always back early 
in March and sometimes a few 
come in February. Don't be sur- 
prised if vou see one any time dur- 
ing the winter as you may see a 
robin. 


Early spring finds them coming 
back and scattering over the coun- 
try usually In litUe colonies where 
evergreen trees are to be found. 
They will, and often do. build in 
other trees out they seem to like 
pines, spruces and other evergreen 
trees, possibly because their nests 
can be hidden from sight more 
easily In these. 
The nest is rather large and 
made of sticks and grasses, plastered 
with some mud and lined with, fine 
grass. These are placed high up in 
tbe trees and often several arc in 
one tree. Tbe eggs are not as often 
seen as robins eggs because the 
nests are so nigh up. They arc 
much like the eggs of other birds 
of tfcc blackbird famfly. bluish wltii 
tbe black and brown scrawls and 
speckles. The cegs vary so much In 
color and markings that we do not 
always want to think they are all 
black birds' eggs. 


The old birds stay pretty close at 
home and work hard when the 
young ones must be looked after. 
for they are good parents. The 
young are fed nothing but Jnsect 
food and this is the time when the 
birds are about as useful as any we 
have. They walk over the lawns of 
our yards or of parks, or in

N THE grandmother's garden 
quilt which the Nanc" Page 
neighborhood club had made a year 
or so ago the trilhum was one of 
the most popular blocks. That was 
one reason why Nancy planned to 
use it in this new Magic vine quilt. 
Surely no vine that ever grew could 
produce evening primroses, phlox 
and trilliums on the same parent 
stem, but then this magic vine 
grew in never-never-land where 
dreams come true and things of 
beauty are everywhere about. 
And weren't the club members 
growing enthusiastic about this new 
quilt! "Do you know, Nancy, I be- 
lieve this is going to be as pretty 
as the basket quilt. I never thought 
anything could equal that, but real- 
ly this magic vine is blossomin" 
into a thing,of rare beauty. 
Nancy glowed with pleasure. She 


did think that the four trailing 
vines which would make up the 
center part of the quilt would be 
attractive with their wealth of pas- 
tel colored flowers, their soft green 
leaves and wavy stem. 
Then she liked to think of these 
vines against the white background 
and bordered with the soft green 
and white vine that encircled them 
almost like a wreath. 
This wake robin or trillium used 


soft purple with a reddish hue, soft 
green sepals and sturdy green 
leaves. 
The club members pasted the 
pattern as given iri today's paper 
on a piece of light weight tag or 
cardboard. They dried it under 
pressure. 
Then they cut the six and one- 
half inch white square of soft ging- 
ham. 
They stitched or seamed it 
to the strip -which now held the 
evening primrose, the arrowhead 
and the phlox. 
Each block had its flower, its 
leaves and vine. And then joining 
block to block, covering part of the 
seaming was the joining leaf of 
lighter shade than that used for 
the vine and its leaves. .

The joining leaf is made accord- 
ing- to the pattern given- third in 
this series. 


After the pasted square has dried 
the patterns are cut. 'Nancy called 
attention to the fact that the tril- 
lium purple pattern was all in one 
piece. The center little circle of 
soft orange is applied over the 
purple. No hole is cut in purple 
over which this orange fits. The 
three pointed projections around 
the trillium-purple are of 
soft 
green the same shade as the join- 
ing leaf. They are all alike so that 
one pattern does for the three. 
The same is true of leaves on 
vine. One pattern does for the two. 
In cutting the patterns from fast 
color gingham or prints allow one- 
quarter inch on all sides for turn- 
ing under. Baste and press turned 
under edges. Now pin the joining 
leaf in place putting it at angle 
suggested by dotted line at top of 
today's pattern and bottom of last 
week's pattern. When this has been 
appliqued with fine slanting invisi- 
ble hemmng- stitches pin the flow- 
er, sepals, stem and leaves in place 
and applique them. The dotted lines 
show where, the pieces are slipped 
under one another. Since the quilt 
has four strips of vines and since 
the first and third are. of same 
pattern it is wise to make a sec- 
ond trillium block while the- pat- 
terns are still at hand. 
At least, this is what the club 


members did.

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LINCOLN LIBRARIES HOPING TO EXPAND 
BUILDING AND SERVICE INADEQUATE TO CARE FOR READERS PROPERLY RESULT IN DECISION TO ATTEMPT NEW FINANCING PLAN

T 


HE library board is going 


to propose to the city 


council that the library be 
financed through a direct mill 
levy voted by the people in- 
stead of by an appropriation 
made by the council from its 
limited funds. Last year this 
appropriation amounted to 
$41,500. Under the proposal 
that is to be made by the li- 
brary board it will amount to 
$60,000 annually on the basis 
of-the present total assessed 
valuation of the city, which is 
$120,000,000. 


Not only is the board ask- 


ing that a fixed levy" be 
written into the charter. It 
also is being asked that an 
additional % mill be voted 
annually which the board be- 
lieves is necessary to remodel 
the main building at Four- 
teenth and N streets, erect or 
buy a branch building for 
Bethany, 
and 
supply ^ the 


equipment for the additions. 


On the basis of the city's popula- 


tion tha $90,000 -would mean 
but 


slightly more than $1 annually to 
every person in Lincoln. When the 
amount Is reduced to the $60,000 
level after three years, the aggre- 
gate would be but 75 cents per cap- 
ita. Studies of library conditions all 
over the country by experts in the 
work, reveal that, adequately con- 
ducted, the minimum expense will be 
not less than $1 per capita for oper- 
ation and maintenance. 


Councils Kecognize Need. 


That the Lincoln library needs 


more maintenance and operation 
money has been recognized by city 
councils for several years, even to 
the extent of increasing appropria- 
tions when it meant that the city's 
operat'ng funds were being deplet- 
ed to just the extent of the library 
increases. This has been because of 
the fact that for many years the 
city's finances were limited to 
a 
specified amount—$500,000 annually 
—of which but 90 per cent could be 
appropriated. In granting the in- 
creases, however, the councils have 
recognized that the amounts were 
not in keeping with the increased 
demands upon the library and Its 
facilities. 
To grant request of the library 


board, will mean that the people of 
Lincoln for the 
first 
time have 


authorized expenditure of tax money 
for 
the erection of buildings to 
house its books and periodicals 
Thus far none of the buildings has 
cost a cent of tax money. They have 
been Carnegie gifts. 
That libraries are here to stay, 
and that they are as indispensable 
as any business Institution, also is 
recognised. Reading has become na- 
tural with American people. It Is a 
part of their life; their very exist- 
ence depends upon it. It Is educa- 
tion, Jie foundation upon which 
American life Is built. 


Reading Habit Gnminf. 


So rapidly has the reading habit 


grown that it is recognized by na- 
tional, state, county and municipal 
governments. Laws have been passed 
with a view to furthering tia vr&c- 
tice by providing financial aid for 
libraries. Governmental units have 
made appropriations for library 
buildings and books to fill them. 
Libraries for specific kinds of books • 
and papers have even been built 
'So far has this gone that gov- 
ernmental units have even gone so 
far as to take cognisance of the 
rural communities in the enactment 
of laws. Realizing that It is diffi- 
cult to set. up a library In small 
towns or in farming districts, leg- 
islators have enacted laws making 
It possible for country districts to 
contracts with a large City library 
In the ESST.S county, for the lutt 
pri.ilegcs of the city library. This 
can only come about, however, by 
a vote of the resident*, of the 
county. 


> The first law of this nature •was 
enacted u Nebraska about twenty- 
five years ago. Shortly after Its 
enactment, a vote was had under 
Its provisions, in Lancaster county. 
However, despite the fact that it 
carried, nothing came of it because 
the law lead that the county com- 
missioners "may" contract with the 
city library, and the men who were 
In office did not complete the con- 
tract, claiming the "law was not 
mandatory. 


Commissioner Eiaaire. 


Ai a result a subsequent legisla- 
ture made the statute specific. Now 
if the vote is successful, the county 


contract if conditions are agreeable. 
Since tins enactment nothing fias 
ever been done to give the rural 
population a chance to take advan- 
tage of the Lincoln library. Wheth- 
er anything ever will be done is 
problematical. Questioned this weeTc 
in an effort to learn whether he is 
in sympathy with the plan, one of 
the present commissioners declared 
he knows nothing about the law. 
Further than that he would not 
comment, other than to say you 
know we are subject to the will of 
the people." 
Count/ libraries are not new 
They w.'re first established by law 
as long as in 1816. This was in In- 
diana, v.hen that state adopted its 
constitution. 
Today the library's place In a 
rural community is recognized be- 
cause "the strengthening of coun- 
try life is the strengthening of the 
nation." 
President Roosevelt once said 


"agriculture is not the whole of 
country life. The great rural inter- 
ests are human interests, and good 
crops are of little value to the far- 
mer unless they open the door to a 
good kind of life on the farm." 


Rural Field Untouched. 


Opening the door to a good kind 


of life on the farm is taking more 
and better reading to a tremendous 
army of people who are yet prac- 
tically untouched by library service, 
for with our great development of 
public libraries for cities, we are 
sttll for the most part confining our 
efforts to the city dwellers. Coun- 
try people are to a. great extent 
without the stimulus of books whicn 
are so vital a part of the lives of 
those who live in the cities. 
Just how vital books and read- 
ing of all kinds are to the people 
of Lincoln is seen in a recent sur- 
vey of attendance at the mam li- 
brary, conducted under the direc- 
tion of Miss Lulu Home, liorarian. 
For seven days in January, includ- 
ing two Saturdays, she had a count 
made. This revealed that on the 
last Saturday, 2,392 people entered 
the building. On the first Saturday 
the count was 2,107. 
During the week 
the 
count 


showed that Monday was the larg- 
est day with 1,611. Tuesday's count 
was 1,490; Wednesday, 1,317; Thurs- 
day, 1,283 and Friday, 1,274. 
The 
average for the five days was l,- 
561; for the two Saturdays, 2,247. 
Use I/ibrary for Reading. 


Not all of these people took books 


away. Many of them were there to 
read magazines and periodicals. 
Others tvere there to study, and 
some only to read books for a short 
time wmle waiting for an appoint- 
ment or some other reason. On the 
other hand there were those who 
took awav as many as a half dozen 
books at "a time. After taking into 
consideration all of the factors gov- 
erning an average, Miss Home be- 
lieves that one book to each person 
would be a fair estimate. This would 
mean that for the seven days near- 
ly 11.500 books were returned to 
the library and an equal number 
taken away. 
Asked why Monday should show 
a larger number than any other 
day except Saturday. • Miss Home 
declared that "people watch the 
Sunday newspapers for the lists of 
new books. 
Monday morning they 
are at the doors early, sometimes 
waiting for them to open, so that 
they can get one of those they have 
seen listed. Tnis is especially true 
of the books in the children's list. 
Frequently people in other states 
•write stating they have seen in the

Hunt Advocates Lincoln Program Designed To Give 


Every Citizen of Community Opportunity to Work 


A definite program to relieve 


the burden of unemployment in 
this community is presented in 
thi following article by Rev. 
Dr. Ray E. Hunt, pastor of the 
First 
Christian 
church 
and 
chairman of the commission on 
the stabilization of employment. 
The Lincoln Star presents this 
article, based on a talk -which 
Dr. Hunt made recently, be- 
cause it forcibly presents the 
problem facing this community 
and suggests a program which 
trill assist in remedying the 
present situation.

Consideration of the stabilization 


of employment has been forced 
upon, toe entire world by the wide- 
spread financial depression which 
has resulted in the loss of employ- 
ment and the suffering on an un- 
precedented scale. In some com- 
munities 20 per cent of the popu- 
lation has no work. In the United 
States accurate figures are very 
difficult to obtain but the result of 
»U surveys indicate that not less 
than seven million and possibly as 
many as ten million people -who 
depend upon wages or earnings are 
out of employment. It is unthink- 
able that in such a -world situation 
any community should escape. Be- 
cause of favorable crops. Nebraska 
and the city of Lincoln have fared 
better than most of our nation. In 
the city of Lincoln, at the present 
tune, somewhere between three and 
four thousand people -who depend 
upon their laborers for a living are 
out of -work Five hundred families 
are being given relief by the fam- 
ily welfare agencies of this city be- 
cause of the unemployment of the 
-wage earners. This is by no means 
our total volume of relief for at the 
present time about twelve hundred 
families are receiving relief from 
either private or public sources, 
This is not a fair measure of the 
actual needs in our city arising 
from unemployment because the, 
preceding years have given the day 
laborer and. the -wage worker J ewer i 
dars of -work than is normal In1 
the year of 3929 for about six weeks 
or August and September any man 
who "wanted work could land it in ;

gation to furnish work, that there 
have always been periods of finan- 
cial depression but somehow people 
have lived through them, that after 
all the report of i unemployment Is 
the work of dreamers or com- 
munists and that any man that 
wants work, may find it. 
A community may say that a 
community owes every citizen the 
opportunity of. work, that the com- 
munity cannot afford from any 
viewpoint to allow the breaking 
down of morale and the physical 
undermining of health by -wide- 
spread unemployment, that tue 
community will recognize the situ- 
ation and set machinery in opera~- 
tion to solve it if possible. 
The city of Lincoln has chosen 
the latter course. Nearly two years 
ago the city commission acted fav- 
orably on the petition of a large 
number of citizens and created a 
commission on the stabilization of 
employment- Since July, 1939 tha 
commission has engaged in the 
study of our local problems and in 
the study of maesures taken by 
other cities to meet similar situa- 
tions. Through its efforts a muni« 
cipal employment bureau was es- 
tablished with the co-operation of 
the city and community chest. Sur- 
veys have been made to determine 
the extent of unemployment and 
certain relief programs have been 
'suggested. 
Suggests Relief Program. 
I suggest that the burden of un- 
employment may be lifted to some 
degree by the adoption of the fol- 
lowing program: 
First, a study on part of all Lin- 
coln industries as to the seasonal 
aspects of their -work and * delib- 
erate effort to place all our indus- 
tries on a twelve-month basis of 
production. This means the break- 
ing down of prejudices, the junk- 
ing of long established procedure. 
The fact that industries of other 
communities have been able to so 
adjust seasonal production as to be 
able to guarantee employes forty- 
eight -weeks' work in one year £ 
some indication of -what can be 
done in other lines. 
Secondly, until the volume of 


•work can be considerably Increased 
employes and employers may co- 
operate lathe use of staggered times. 
This means the employment of one 
person for one-half of the -week, for 
instance, and another person Tor 
the second half, giving no one full 
employment and yet offering more 
men the opportunity of a meager 
sell support. This scheme has been 
traed successfully in many factories, 
In the building trades, and la some 
forms of office -work. 
Third, better placement of men 
in industry. Ot least one of the 
causes ol -widespread unemploy- 
ment is the irjJrcKjttciaon of ma- 
chinery upon a scale heretofore 
unknown in Industry. Until society 
is able to find near tasks for the 
•workers displaced by machinery, W? 
shall have an increasing army ol 
unempSoyedand such economists s? 
Harry P. Ward of Columbia says 
that not only do -we have a larger 
number of unemployed than ever 
before in America's history but 
that we arc nrobably laced -srith a 
permanent army of unemployed 
rawing from one to two million 
This win indicate the necessity of 
helping men. through vocataonaJ 
sruidance, place ttiexnselves to bet- 
ter adT-antase *n Industry. 
M«$t ttedertake 


Fourth, the stimulation of neces- 
sary public improvements and 'the 
undertaking of public improvement 
programs at times -when there IB 
the greatest volume of unemploy- 
ment rather than in normal con- 
ditions or when labor Is scarce, in 
old days private and public Inter- 
ests have often competed for tne 
labor and then both of them have 
failed him at crucial moments. B 
is now generally recognized that a* 
least one means of stabilizing em- 
ployment Is through the co-opera- 


tion of public and private enter- 
prises. 
Finally It would seem necessary 
that some form of unemployment 
insurance be undertaken- The basis 
for this Is the fact that labor Is 
as essential to industry as is capi- 
tal. Reserves are accumulated by 
large businesses to make possible 
expansion programs, to take care 
of unexpected losses and to guar- 
antee dividends during periods of 
depression. "Why should not an item 
be aded to such reserves to provide 


employment for those who have 
made profits possible during nor- 
mal times? If it Is argued that it 
would place an unnecessary burden 
upon business, I would answer that 
a community ought not to allow *. 
business to live which cannot carry 
its full share of community re- 
sponsibility. 


Favon Continuing Bureau. 


In our local situation the study 


of seasonal productions ought to be 
undertaken by the Nebraska Asso- 
caltion of Manufacturers. Jobbers 
and retailers might well be called 
into such a conference, The main- 
tenance of the municipal" employ- 
ment bureau is imperative. There 
is no federal bureau in the city of 
Lincoln except as the federal gof 
emment has authorized the mu- 
nicipal bureau to function for it 


The bureau is a makeshift affair. 
The various Individuals connected 
•with it have served to the best of 
their ability but the commission on 
ithe stabilization of employment 
'needs an appropriation from tne 


city budget sufficiently large to en- 
able them to employ an executive • 
secretary who shall not only be 
able to operate a labor placement 
bureau but who shall be able to 
assist public officials of industry ofl 
stabilizing employment and who 
shall be able to counsel with var- 
ious groups as to their better 
placement in industry 


The importance of the labor ex- 
change can scarcely be over em- 
phasized. It can be used alike by 
employers and employes and can 
do away with the humiliation al- 
ways present when newspaper ad- 
vertisements are run for a certain 
number of men and long lines of 
men are waiting but only a few 
chosen A call to the municipal bu- 
real for a certain number of work- 
ers of definite qualifications would 
make it possible for the executive 
of that bureau to send the employer 
the required persons. The present 
bureau has registered some twen- 
ty-two hundred Lincoln citizeras 
who are dependent upon their la- 
bors for their own sustenance and 
who have others who are depend- 
ent upon them. Emphasis needs to 
be placed on the fact that this 
group of twenty-two hundred per- 
sons are bonafide Lincoln citizens 
and who have dependents The bu- 
reau has been able to place nine 
hundred such persons in employ- 
ment ranging all the way from ono 
day to permanent positions 
No 
private agency can function In the 
way which I have suggested. A mu- 
nicipal employment bureau prop- 
erly officered and directed Is not 
in competition with legitimate pri- 
vate agencies. 


Hits Short-Siphted Economy. 


The city of Lincoln, Lancaster 
county, and the state of Nebraska 
ought to make an effort to get pub- 
lic improvements underway. It Is 
short-sighted economy that holds 
down appropriations when so large 
a proportion of our citizenry Is un- 
employed. There is no reason why 
public spirited and humanitarian 
citizens should make personal sub-- 
scriptions to a chanty fund when 
governmental bodies might provide 
legitimate work. Both the county 
and the city talk about new publio 
buildings. Some preliminary plans 
have been drawn. Before any pub- 
lic buidhng Is undertaken, why 
should not the city planning com- 
mission or some other group bring 
together both the county and th» 
city officials and plan the recipro- 
cal relationships of these buildings? 
When a plan for1 the most effective 
use of such public buildings has 
been involved, then these bodies 
could indicate to the voters tlft 
necessity of building at the earliest 
possible date. It is almost criminal

Nebraska Soil Yielding, 


Many Finds That Reveal 


PreKistorical Secrets 


Paleontologists, eager ' for fossil, 


discoveries 
of genuine historical j 


value, are gradually wending their 
way toward Nebraska. Each year 
sees more and more of them digging 
into Nebraska soil and each year 
sees more satisfied and delighted 
with their finds. 


Not only are the paleontologists 


interested in what Js in store in 
this state in a historical way these 
days, but also the common citizens 
themsslves are beginning to sit up 
and ta'fe notice. Whenever any- 
thing is found that appears to be 
"anciem," the immediate tendency 
is to turn it over to the museum. 


A recent example of this was 


seen in a find near Deweese when 
what is believed to be the largest 
mammoth tusk ever unearthed in 
the central west was discovered by 
workmen at the Fort Krell gravel

While laboring at the pit. 
the 


workmen found what they supposed 
to be a large petnfied tree trunk 
protruding from the soil. But in- 
steacTof destroying it, they decided 
to summon museum experts from 
Hastings and thus- discern the true 
value of their discovery.

Upon their arrival, the museum 


men declared that the find was 
a petrified tree trunk but was a 
tusk of a prehistoric Imperial Mam- 
moth, measuring almost 10 feet in 
length with a circumference or a 
inches. Hence the natural impulss 
was to take it to the Hastings mu- 
seum for display along with, other 
historical fossils. 


Found "Second" Tusk. 


A few days later, however, the

not as large as the first but when 
the two were placed together at the 
Hastings museum, it was found that 
they were not two separate tusks 
but were one, the two fitting to- 
gether and making a tusk almost 14 
feet Ions. 


When the entire specimen is fully 


restored, another foot will be added 
to the point, which was broken off, 
and several inches will be added to 
the basa which was badly weathered. 
It is regarded by museum repre- 
sentatives that in life the beast 
must have had tusks almost 16 
leet in length, -weighing more than 
600 pounds. 


These latest finds are further 


evidences that Nebraska was a bat- 
tleground of prehistoric giants, who 
possessed fearful defensive accout- 
reiN?nts in the form of tusks.

A ^100,000,000 EDUCATION. 


Mr. James Stone, of Kentucky, named by President 


Hoover to succeed Mr. Legge as chairman of the fed- 
eral farm board, has announced he proposes to carry 
out the policies agreed upon some time ago. 


Shortly before his retirement Chairman Legge de- 


clared the board was not committed to any so-called 
stabilizing operations in wheat after June 1, and it 
is taken for granted Mr. Stone had reference to this 
when he indicated policies previously agreed upon 
would be continued. It is reasonable, then, to assume 
the costly experiment in governmental price-fixing 
will terminate before the 1931 wheat harvest gets un- 
derway. 
No authoritative Information has been 


forthcoming as to how much it has cost the taxpayers 
in the twelve months during which the farm board 
has been in operation. The loss, it will be recog- 
nized, will be heavy, but it will be limited to the 
amount already engaged in speculation. 


By June 1, Mr. Legge said shortly before he stepped 


down, the board might 'have as much as 250,000,000 
bushels of wheat. Some of it was bought at the 
pegged price of $1-20 a bushel, so that the loss of it 
would aggregate a huge sum. A conservative esti- 
mate would be that it has cost Uncle Sam $100,000,- 
000 in tax funds, to say nothing of the millions due 
to lower farm prices, to obtain an education so sore- 
ly needed. Cheap at the price, if the lesson has been 
actually learned. 


For years now first this group and then that group 


have been knocking upon*the doors of congressional 
halls to appeal for assistance from the government. 
In some way the American people have come to at- 
tach magical powers to government. In some mys- 
terious way it has been credited with the power to 
set aside natural economic law. to breathe value into 
products where there is no substantial basis for such 
added price, to jack up levels indefinitely without re- 
gard to conditions which prevail in other countries. 
Every democratic government is in continual danger 
of being stamped into legislative attempts to cure 
either real or imaginary economic ills. The nation 
has the professional politician to thank for this. He 
has shown a heartlcssness and an utter disregard for 
consequences which should subject him to scorn and 
contempt. Instead it has served to keep him in office. 
And because it has been utilized so successfully by 
the politician seeking to perpetuate himself in office, 
anyone who dared to analyze, much less criticise the 
folly of such economic tinkering has been put down 
promptly as an enemy of the poor and a dupe and a 
tool of powerful, selfish interests.

•ffnd quickened pulse, set forth, upon an Elysian jour- 
ney in the expectation of returning with chests load- 
ed with gold, is filled with cynicism and disgust when 
•the treasure eludes their fingers. 
-_ There is now cast up on the shores an impressive 
"exhibit of the futility of such undertakings. 
Because 


-it was fitted up here at home the prize example is the 
leaking hulk of the federal farm board. To the north 
is the wreckage of the Canadian wheat pool, while 
buried In the sand of the beaches of the British Isles 
--may be seen the bleached spars of the Stevenson rub- 
ber act through which John Bull hopes to establish 
a monopoly and hoist the prices of crude rubber. And 
in South America may be found the little that re- 
mains of the proud undertaking of Brazil and Argen- 
tine to aribtrarily fix the price of coffee. 


The facts should be sufficient if properly studied 


by the American people to confer upon them a diplo- 
ma for research in economics. Yet the evidence is 
insufficient to 
determine whether representative 


democracies can learn. as individuals learn, through 
their mistakes. There are still a large number of 
people in the United States who insist the govern- 
ment can fix the price of farm products. There are 
still politicians, callous enough to advance their own 
political fortunes by preying upon mob psychology, 
which has its roots in the entirely laudable and noble 
aspirations of people to Advance.

MARRIAGES THAT FAIL. 


Some times It lasts and at others it doesn't. 
Barbara Moncll Glaze, formerly of New York and 


Newport, whose father left an estate of $15,000,000, 
has gone to Reno for the purpose of obtaining a di- 
vorce from Kenneth Wilson Glaze, rodeo performer 
and harness maker, whom she married in 1928 after 
an acquaintance of five weeks, and with whom *he 
has been making her home on a lonesome Colorado 
cattle ranch. She married him, as she said, because 
she preferred the he-men of the west to the eastern- 
ers. 


The case recalls the story of Sam Houston, who was 


one of the greatest he-men the west ever produced. 
Houston was reared in poverty in Tennessee, and 
spent much of his youth with the Indians. At the bat- 
tle of Horse Shoe Bend, where he fought under An- 
drew Jackson, and was grievously wounded, he made 
a reputation for nerve and intrepidity which endeared 
him to "Old Hickory" as long as the latter lived. 


Houston was a veritable Hercules of a man, stand- 


ing six and a half feet, and by sheer ability and 
energy -made himself the most influential man in 
Tennessee, of.which state he was elected governor. 
While serving in that office he married a beautiful 
and cultured girl, a member of one of the 
most 


aristocratic families in the state. Near to the time 
when his second term would have begun the people 
of Tennessee were shocked when his wife left him 
and returned to her people, while Houston, without a 
word of explanation, resigned and. went to live among 
the Indians of Arkansas. 


For years thereafter*Houston lived a life of drunk- 


en debauchery, but later went to what was then the 
Mexican state of Texas, commanding the 
troops 


which won the battle of San Jacinto and freed Tex- 
as from the Mexican yoke. He became the first 
president of the new republic and when it was an- 
nexed by the United States he was the first man to 
represent it in the senate of this nation. Later he 
was elected governor, forfeiting that office because 
he refused to swear allegiance to the confederacy. 
Notwithstanding the fact that he had opportunity to 
enrich himself he died in poverty. 


Years after Houston and his wife had parted the 


cause of the separation became known. The ambi- 
tion of her family had f o r c e d the girl who 
became his wife to marry him. She was refined, cul- 
tured and of artistic temperament, while he, though 
of noble heart, was coarse and without delicacy, af- 
fecting the habits of the Indians, with whom he spent 
so many years. Immediately after,their marriage. 
when it was .impossible for her to mask her aversion, 
he attributed it to natural modesty and timidity. 
Later it became apparent to both of them that he 
was repulsive to her and that she would never be able 
to overcome that feeling. 


And so they parted, each having the highest re- 


spect for the other and both afterward marrying and 
living happily until the end of their days. 


ON THE WAY. 


Trie bill designed to remove Lancaster county from 


the class of counties having to elect a public defender 
before it is called upon to elect such an official is 
apparently safely on its way to passage in the state 
senate. 


It was a disconcerting discovery when citizens of the 


county woke up last spring to the fact that such an 
official would have to be elected in 1932 as a re- 
sult of the county's population going over the 100,- 
000 mark unless the law was changed. 


A simple and effective change is provided for in S. 


F. 26 which was advanced to third reading Friday. It 
changes the minimum population above which coun- 
ties must elect public defenders from 100,000 to 150,- 
000. 
The law was originally intended to cover only 


Omaha. This change will restore the law to cover 
the purpose for which it was enacted. 


Passage of the bill means an annual saving to the 


county of $3,600 in salary 
of the 
public defender 


alone. It is to be hoped that the senate and house 
will mova steadily along to enact the measure into 
law. 


A BIT OF SUNSHINE. 


From Cleveland comes the information that its 


garment making industry is operating on full schedule 
after weeks of idleness. 
More than 3,000 'workers 


have been put on the regular schedule and it will be 
necessary for a part of the force to work overtime in 
order to handle the volume of incoming business. 


That confirms a factor which has been overlooked. 
For months buying has been on the basis of actual 


needs. As a result stocks of retailers in many lines 
are small and in many cases depleted. It was na- 
tural the retailer would hesitate to commit -himself 
to large inventories when price levels were uncertain.

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For More Tax Funds.

To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: There seems to be quite a 
sentiment at present for a state in- 
come tax in several states. In my 
opinion there are only a few ways 
in which an income tax would be 
voted successfully. First, that for all 
people, young or old, officers, pro- 
fessors, ministers or anyone who is 
earning more than a certain stipu- 
lated amount agreed upon as an 
actual economical allowance for the 
comfort and happiness of families 
in proportion, to the number of de- 
pendents in each family. Or for 
single people who are earning more 
than a reasonable income in pro- 
portion to that same basis as for a 
family. 


Second, that all property taxed at 


the present time should be decreased 
until the present tax and'the in- 
tended income tax systems would 
pay the expenses of the present 
plan and no more. 


In my opinloi, the intention of 


the agitators of this income ta- is 
for one purpose only, and that is to 
get more money to meet the ex- 
penses of the different departments 
of our government. It seems to me 
that it is just another move by the 
same gang which has been the main 
cause for the gradual increase of 
our government expenses for the 
last fifteen or twenty years.

LINCOLN, Neb., March 13. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: The Supreme court of the 
United States held that the city of 
Lincoln, by reason of its home rule 
charter, has authority to operate a 
municipal gasoline filling station. 
The city has operated such a sta- 
tion for the past five years. The net 
result has been that in Lincoln, 
gasoline is sold at retail for from 3 
to 8 cents per gallon less than the 
average price charged in 
other 


towns and cities throughout the 
state. 


The municipal gasoline station 


has proved, to be one of the most 
valuable assets of our city as a 
business Builder. The low price" of 
gasoline draws trade to our busi- 
nessmen from a radius of many 
miles in all directions; for this rea- 
son Lincoln businessmen are feeling 
the present business depression less 
than businessmen in other towns in 
this state, or, in fact, the whole 
agricultural section. And as an ad- 
vertising feature, the gasoline sta- 
tion is unsurpassed, for the low 
price of gas at the muny station is 
discussed in the newspapers and 
talked about by the people from 
coast to coast. This is the only mu- 
nicipally owned gasoline filling sta- 
tion in the country. Patrons of the 
station are enthusiastic in their

the people. 


Do not understand that the muny 


station sells all trie gasoline used in 
Lincoln; there are over 200 filling 
stations in this city. The muny sta- 
tion acts as a regulator and holds 
down the price of gas at all the 
other stations. 
The municipal station is not run 


for the purpose of bringing wreck 
and ruin to legitimate business, but 
only as a regulator to protect the 
people in a fair price for this prod- 
uct. This principle was first estab- 
lished by Governor Bryan when he 
opened a state filling station some 
eight years ago and broke down the 
exorbitant retail price of gas; at 
that time gas. which cost less than 
10 cents a gallon laid down in Lin- 
coln (and there was no gas tax) 
was being retailed at 22 'j cents a 
gallon Governor Bryan set 15 cents 
as a tentative fair price. Experience 
proved the fair price should have 
been 13 cents or a spread of 3 cents 


The writer served as manager of 


the city filling station for 20 months 
prior to the first of January. My 
instruction from Mayor Love was to 
apply the principles of good busi- 
ness to this enterprise, to provide 
healthful condition for the employes 
and to pay a minimum wage of 50 
cents an hour for labor. It was de- 
cided*to make our selling price the 
cost of the gasoline at the refinery 
plus the freight plus the tax and 
plus 3 cents to cover all overhead 
and expenses. We followed this plan 
as nearly as possible without break- 
ing pennies. The official auditor's 
report shows that from May 1. 1929, 
to May 1, 1930, the municipal filling 
station, after paying all expenses, 
added more than twenty-one thou- 
sand dollars to the gasoline reserve 
fund. In other words, in one year, 
this station not only saved to the 
users of gas more than 5 cents on 
every gallon of gasoline sold at re- 
'tail in Lincoln, but at the same 
added a substantial amount to the 
reserve gasoline fund to meet any 
contingencies that may arise in the 
future. 
.. . 
Last year, the maintenance divi- 


sion of the state highway system 
paid $396,000 for about 3,200,000 
gallons of gasoline, or aboui- 18 
cents a gallon. Could this gasoline 
have been bought for the state at 
the price the muny station sold 
gas to the people of Lincoln, the 
highway system would have saved 
$110000 and would have had this 
amount more money to spend for 
road building. 
In centers of population no gaso- 


line. station justifies its existence 
that does not dispose at least 1,000 
gallons daily. Operated 
upon a 


spread of 3 cents a gallon, this 
would give the owner a i -oss profit 
of $30 a day to cover his overhead 
and profit, and would return a sat- 
isfactory interest on the investment 
after meeting all necessary ex- 
penses. - 
, 
The average price of gasoline at 


the refinery the past year has oeen 
about 6 cents a gallon. To charge 
the consuming public a gross profit 
of more than 50 per cent is simple 
robbery. If the present gasoline 
dispensers cannot operate upon a 
gross profit of 50 per cent they 
should surrender the field to more 
successful business men. 
The whole trouble is th 
we have 


five times as many gasoline filling 
stations as are necessary to satis- 
factorily sei/e the public. This di- 
vides up the business into so many 
parts that ther- is not sufficient 
volume to make it posisble to oper- 
ate filling stations upon an economic 
basis and supply this necessary 
article to the public at a fair price. 


The public should not be requireo. 


to pay for the mistakes of men who 
have shown bad business judgment 
in opening up too many filling sta- 
tions. Let alone, we have seen gas 
dealers charging a mark up as high 
as 12^ cents anl 8 cents is com- 
mon practice. A mark of 3 cents a 
gallon to cover all expenses and 
profits for dispensing gasoline is as 
much, as can be justified under any 
circumstances. 
It is manifestly the duty of mu- 
nicipalities to protect their people 
in a fair price for gasoline. The 
plan outlined by Governor Bryan to 
the legislature to give the people in , 
all towns in the state the same | 
privilege the people of Lincoln en- , 
joy should have been adopted.

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change them soon, it would require 
some time to correct the accumu- 
lated damages, supposing that they 
ever can be entirely corrected. The 
otfy alternative left to the wheat 
farmer is to feed up the surplus as 
it cannot be put into the normally 
unrestricted channels of world com- 
merce, to feed the starving millions 
of the world. 
Farmers must feed wheat to live- 
stock regardless of present price as 
compared with corn. There was only 
three-fourths of a normal corn crop 
last year and it will be worth con- 
siderable more money by mid-sum- 
mer and should at the present time 
be considerably higher if it were not 
for the present wheat situation. 
It must be remembered that the 
so-called "world financial depres- 
sion" is an American-made institu- 
tion and with the United States this 
year producing a normal crop all 
around, the federal farm board or 
any other agency will be powerless 
to "boot-strap" the price of wheat 
any longer. We may expect about 
the following if this present wheat 
surplus cannot be eliminated: 
The 1931 wheat crop will be worth 
but a very little on the market. All 
other present stocks of feed grains 
will continue at the present low 
level. Another cheap wheat crop 
means the throwing out of employ- 
ment of thousands of harvr -t hands 
and the further decline of laborers 
along with the further decline of 
value, of all farms of property and 
securities. The purchasing power of 
the great basic industry, agricul- 
ture, will be further destroyed. To 
prevent a national disaster, it will 
be necessary eventually to lower all 
classes of fixed incomes and ex- 
penses as salaries, interest, taxes, 
etc.It would seem that the vital In- 
terest of this country as a whole 
also demands that the federal farm 
beard shift at once its holdings of 
wheat, free to the sturvtag of the 
earth -wherever they may be found. 
"Bread thus cast upon the waters 
would soon return many fold." 
The present world civilization is 
based upon transportation. Easy 
unrestricted movement of goods and 
commodities in the commerce of the 
world is the basis of world pros- 
perity and thus American prosperity. 
This reca3ts in the employment of 
labor. A laborer without a Job is 
unable to buy flour, for instance, at 
any price. So U is evident that it 
takes high commodity prices to 
make Jobs. This condition, there- 
fore, results in jobs alter which the 
high cost, of 3Jvinc Tdll adjust itself. 
In face of these present condi- 
tions. 3t is simply up to the Amer- 
ican -wheat fanner to do the only 
thing possible which will adjust the 
price of America's great staple, 
•wheat, to a higher price level. Fteed 
wheat with a vengeance, now. as Jt 
may not be possible this Ml with 
the country producing a large com 
crop.
